A shooting r 
match was arrarigedty’the neighborhood, and he attended as a spec¬ 
tator. The main prize was a quarter of beef. Hear the close 
of the match a neighbor ashed Mr. Barlow to shoot as s sub¬ 
stitute for him.

•K Apple cuttings oerme into popularity nfter orchards began 
to bear fruit and always too): place in'the autumn et apple buttoV 
making time. All the young people of the community would come 
and help to pare the apples for the butter to be made the neo.t 
day. After the apples were all pared, refreshments were served, 
and if it was not to late, games wore played or they had a dance, 
Dances as the pioneer knew then, were rhat we know as the 
square or barn dance.. They also danced the Virginia reel. In the 
square dance, figures were called and they danced to the music 
made by the "fiddle" and the banjo. It usually lasted until 
morning. 


Jiay rides were also popular in the late 1800’s. When 
a good deep snow fellT^Sae young man would "hitch up" his fath¬ 
ers team, 4 pile the sled.full of hay, heat some rockB to keep the 
feet warm, and take a sled load of the neighbor boys nhd girls 
ride. Or if more privacy was desired, each young man took his 
girl friend in a one horse sleigh. 

Spelling bees were very popiilar, too, during the latt¬ 
er 1800's and early 1900’s.
